ASI Judiciary repeals handbook violation ruling 


An ASI public defender ruled _ 
there was insufficient evidence 
to charge Bolin, Haberstroh. —

The Associated Students Inc. Judiciary voted 1-5 
to repeal the Board of Elections ruling against John 
Haberstroh and Jonathon Bolin for violating election 
handbook rules, during their hearing March 22. 

: On March 19, the Board of Elections ruled 3-2 that 
presidential candidate Haberstroh and vice presiden- 


tial candidate Bolin were guilty of sliding campaign leaf- 
lets under the doors at the dorms. 

Vice presidential candidate Priscilla Covarrubias pe- 
titioned against Haberstroh and Bolin. Covarrubias said 
the violation occurred on the third floor of the Cerritos 


dorms, where she lives. : 

Although two of Haberstroh and Bolin’s campaign 
workers live in the dorms, Bolin said the workers live in 
Parkside and do not have access to the Cerritos dorms. 

ASI public defender Alfred Pappas said the photo evi- 


dence taken by Covarrubias and presented in the Board of 
Elections hearing was insufficient to prove them guilty. 
Haberstroh said that if the ruling was not repealed it would _ 
set a “dangerous precedent for all future ASI elections.” 
“Anyone can just acquire-campaign materials from 
their opponents and place them in compromising situa- 
tions,” Haberstroh said.

“T think there was a lot of qualified 
candidates and I want to: thank every- 
one for their support,” Thomas said. 
“The issues. that we have in the state 
of California are still alarming and it is 
vital that we have student advocates to 
fight that fight for us.” 

Jose Espeleta won the treasurer 
position over Jordan Cattuzzo by 1.18 
percent of the vote, which is equivalent 
to 106 students. 

Espeleta said he wanted to thank all 
the students for believing in him. He 
also said he wanted to thank Cattuz- 
zo for being a good competitor. 

“T want to tell the students that ev- 
erything I promised for next year, I 
will do,” Espeleta said. 

A total of 4,869 students voted in 
this year’s election, which is 14.5 per- 
cent of the student body. 

Last year, 2,941 students voted in 
the elections. The turnout was the 
highest in the history of CSULB. 

The national average turnout for 
student elections is 10 percent.

Associated Students Inc. executive 
candidates John Haberstroh and Jona- 
thon Bolin were found guilty of post- 
ing in non-posting locations during the 
Board of Elections ruling March 23.

Growing up, Tanisha Washington 
dreamed about pursuing a degree in 
higher education and moving out of 
Skid Row. 

Despite obstacles, she graduated 
from Cal State Long Beach in 2010 with 

_a degree in computer science. 

“My mom was a big part of my 
wanting to go to college ... in the eve- 
ning, when she was away at work, I 
loved picking up her books and brows- 


ing through them to find things I was 


interested in learning more about,” she 
said. 

But when Washington’s father died, 
she moved with her mother and sister to 
Skid Row, and began attending an adult 
school with her sister in Los Angeles. 

“There were] days of walking nearly 
two hours from the campus to home be- 
cause there wasn’t enough money for 
bus fare,” she said. “Days of wearing 


practically the same outfit because I 


didn’t have many clothes.” 

She said the support of her fam- 
ily kept her hoping she could achieve 
something more. 

“I always kept my focus on the big- 
ger, brighter picture,” she said. 

Washington and her sister then 
moved on to a community college, and, 
after graduating with associate degrees 
in information systems, they trans- 
ferred to CSULB. 

“J chose CSULB because I had heard 
so many wonderful things about it,’ 
Washington said. 

Washington won scholarships from 
Google, Sony, the William R. Heart 
Foundation and the Assistance League 
of Long Beach. 

“These scholarships helped my sis- 
ter and I purchase books and supplies, 
transportation, a laptop and Internet, 
and office clothes to go on job inter- 
views,” she said.. 

Today, Washington said she has one 
of the “neatest” jobs in the world. 

“T work in the defense industry do- 
ing computer security,’ she said.

Three different venues were used for 
the filming.

Kaplon said that only a few signs 
needed to be covered up to film in these 
locations. 

However, CSULB wasn’t the only 
option for this episode of “Dexter.” 
University of Southern California, 
University of California, Los Ange- 
les, Long Beach City College, Wilson 
High School and the high school where 
“Glee” is filmed were also considered. 

Ultimately, Kaplon said the show 
chose CSULB because of its exterior 
areas. 

“We love shooting in the city of Long 
Beach,” Kaplon said. “It’s easy to dou- 
ble for Miami.” 

Kaplon said that the staff in charge 
of handling films on campus was ex- 
tremely accommodating. However, the 


process these movies and television 
shows take to film at CSULB is not a 
simple one. 

According to the CSULB website - 
for event services, locations on cam- 
pus that are restricted from filming are 


* various art sculptures, dorms, Brotman 


Hall, mail services, the dance studio, 
undeveloped areas and restrooms. 

In order for anything to be filmed on 
campus, a location manager has to work 
with event services, tour the campus, 
fill out a facility lease with insurance 
coverage and facility use requirements, 
have scripts reviewed and approved by 
the office of public relations and maybe 
even work with a venue manager for 
specific use requirements for a location, 
according to Mishelle Laws, assistant 
vice president for administrative and 
event services. 

On top of that, there is still money 
to be paid. Kaplon said it cost them be- 
tween $10,000 and $15,000 to film on 
the campus for 14 hours. 

“It was worth it though,” Kaplon

said. 

According to Laws, filming permits 
for third parties cost $500 for every 
four hours of filming. in: addition to 
other costs based on the venue and the 
number of participants. 

“Filming is treated like any other 
rental of campus facilities, ““ Laws said. 
“We minimize operational disruptions 
to the campus community by schedul- 
ing filming at times and locations that 
take into consideration the campus aca- 


‘demic activities.” 


One of the more recent movies to be 
filmed at CSULB was “Moneyball,” 
starring Brad Pitt. The movie was 
filmed at Blair Field, its locker room, its 
coach’s office and Parking Lot 20, be- 
hind the Residence Dorms, for about a 
week in July 2010. 

Cameron Ungar, associate general 
manager for the athletics department at 
CSULB, said that filming “Moneyball” 
at Blair Field has made others visit for 
media launches, but it hasn’t “done a 
whole lot to increase our filming chanc- 


es.” Ungar said that it does help to have 
“Moneyball” on CSULB’s résumé. 

“It’s a great thing to talk about when 
showcasing the department and facility 
to any interested parties,’ Ungar said 
in October 2011. “I also think it helps 
elevate our status as an athletic depart- 
ment in some ways.” 

Ungar said that the amount of things 
filming at CSULB athletics facilities 
has stayed steady at about 10 to 20 film- 
ings each year. 

Ungar also said that most of those are 
commercials and that there are usually 
more things filming at the track or near 
the pool during an Olympic year, like 
2012. 

The Walter Pyramid has also been 
a venue to many films and TV shows 
— “Star Ship Troopers,” “Red Belt,” 
“Space Jam” and “Make it or Break it.” 

According to Laws, ESPNU filmed 
at the Beach Circle and the Friendship 
Walk, and “CSI Miami” filmed at the 
Art Department Gallery and the Cen- 
tral Quad.

A student is needed to fill a posi- 
tion on the Cal State University Board 
of Trustees. 

The California State Student As- 
sociation conducts a search every two 
years for a new student fo take the 
non-voting seat on the BOT. The gov- 
ernor ultimately appoints the student 
trustee. 

Of the 25 trustees, two are student 
trustees. 

Chico State University senior Jil- 
lian Ruddell is the current student 
trustee in the non-voting seat. 

She will take the voting position, 
currently held by Sacramento State 
University student Steven Dixon. 

During the first year, the student 
trustee has all the rights and privileg- 
es of a trustee aside from voting, then 
gains the right to vote the second year, 
CSU spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

To ensure a student position on the 
board, the non-voting trustee would 
automatically take the voting seat in 
case the. voting trustee cannot com- 
plete the two-year term. 

Apart from reimbursements related 


to the cost of attending the meetings, 
the trustees do not receive salaries for 
being on the Board. 

“[The student trustee] position is 
extremely important,” assistant exec- 
utive director for CSSA Sarah Vagts 


- said. “It’s probably the most impor- 


tant student leadership position in the 
system because this person does have 
a role in shaping the policy for the en- 
tire CSU system.” 

The student trustees make deci- 
sions on tuition, capital projects, edu- 
cation policies and have established 
the “Early Start Program” and “The 
Graduation Initiative” in past years. 

Student trustees meet with the 
board six times a year at the CSU Of- 
fice of the Chancellor in Long Béach. 

“Our goal is to get this out to as 
many students as possible,” Associ- 
ated Students Inc. President Lucy 
Nguyen said via email. “We also 
highly encouraged students who are- 
already active such as those in student 
government or have gone up to Sac- 
ramento to lobby to apply, since they 
already have an interest.” 

Applications are open to all stu- 
dents, undergraduates and graduates, 
with a minimum 2.0 GPA and of ju- 
niot-standing by July 1. 

Students must also be continuously 
enrolled through June 30, 2014 be- 
cause the position requires a two-year 
commitment. 

CSSA is currently accepting online’ 
applications from prospective stu- 
dents until 5 p.m. on April 6. 


Recent diet trends prompt 
changes in dining services 


Eateries may have 
more options by the 
next school year.

Rising popularity in specialty di- 
ets have prompted many restaurants, 
including Cal State Long Beach’s eat- 
eries, to revise menus and offer more 
options for those with restrictive diets. 

Students with vegetarian, vegan or 
gluten-free diets can look forward to 
eating on campus more often as the 
CSULB Dining Services may make 
changes to its menu options. 

Dining Services is set to offer more 
food options for those with dietary 
restrictions as well as display, clear 
menus that can help students decide 
what fits their diet. 

Vegan and vegetarian diets have 
become more popular as meat eating 
has decreased by 12.2 percent since 
2007, according to an article in the 
New York Times. 

Generally, vegetarians cannot eat 
meat, but are still able to eat dairy and 
other animal byproducts. However, 
vegans cannot eat meat, dairy or any 
other animal products, such as honey. 

More individuals have also be- 
come gluten intolerant or have been 
diagnosed with celiac disease, which 
means they are unable to digest wheat 
products and certain grains: found in 
many food products such as flour, oats 
and barley. 

According to the New York Times, 
a recent study found one in 100 indi- 
viduals is diagnosed with celiac dis- 
ease, as opposed to 50 years ago when 
four times less were diagnosed with 
the condition. 


“It’s a growing trend, and we will 
be updating our menu boards across 
all the locations over the summer for 
next fall,” said Dining Services Man- 
ager Melissa Devan. 

Currently, students can ask for glu- 
ten-free options upon request when 
eating at the dining halls or at differ- 
ent locations on campus. 

According to Devan, not all restau- 
rants on campus prepare gluten-free 
food or have gluten-free products, 
but the goal is to have all eateries 
equipped with such products by the 
next school year. 

Freshman psychology major Domi- 
nique Nahagil enjoys the idea of cam- 
pus restaurants having more options. 

“I’m a vegetarian myself,”*she said. 
“J just want to eat food without wor- 
rying about if it was fried in lard.” 

Other students have to bring their 
food to campus in order to avoid sud- 
den allergic reactions. 

“T know a few people who can’t eat 
gluten and bring their own food,” ju- 
nior interior design major Katie Jones 
said. 

More than two years ago, campus- 
wide surveys allowed for the Dining 
Services and 49er Shops to calculate 
what students had more of a taste for. 

“Although students ranked healthy 
foods high, our numbers showed 
that they often went for the comfort 
foods,” said director of communica- 
tions at the 49er Shops Rosa Hernan- 
dez-Henderson via email. 

Because the surveys were con- 
ducted so long ago, they might not be 
so relevant and the demand may have 
changed, Hernandez-Henderson said. 
Now.students seem to favor a change 
in food choices, even if they do not 
have restricted diets. 

“More availability would be nice,” 
junior kinesiology major Aaron Ca- 
pitulo said. “I get tired of eating the 
same thing.” 
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By now you have all received the 
email from Cal State Long Beach ex- 
plaining how registration will be work- 
ing for next semester. Unlike previous 
years, 
there 
will be a 
temporary 

cap on enrollment, which will limit 
initial enrollment to 13 units. Students 
will be able to register for additional 
units eventually, but not until the end 
of summer on August 3. 

This seems to be a way for the 
school to evaluate the classes that are 
most important to people and get rid of 
the ones that have low numbers. Stu- 
dents will not be able to play around 
with their schedule before finalizing it. 
Instead they will be forced to choose 
which classes are most important to 
them and hope that the other classes 
they need still exist come August. 

This is troubling for multiple 

’ reasons. Seniors who are trying to 
finish school in the next year will have 
trouble making sure they get all the 
classes that they absolutely need before 
walking, adding an extra stress builder 
to an already stressful time. Also, if 
class sections start getting cancelled, it 
will be difficult for students who work 
part-time or full-time to fit their work 
schedules around school. 

The school also seems to be hoping 
that students take summer or winter 
session in order to make up for the unit 
cap. However, this can be expensive 
and detrimental to students who rely 
on those breaks in the school schedule 
to work or get an internship. Plus, not 
all classes are available during winter 
or summer, especially major-specific 
courses that seniors need to take. 

It is ridiculous for the school to ask 
us to wait until August before we know

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Asking for sexual orientation on college apps invades privacy 


A recent measure of University of California 
and Cal Staté campuses is being attacked because 
of plans to ask students about their sexual orienta- 
tion on application or enrollment forms. The mea- 
sure would kick in during the Fall 2013 semester. 

Gay activists see this as a way to gain recogni- 
tion and the plan is part of a state law that aims 
to gauge and better accommodate the Lesbian 
Gay Bisexual and Transgender community on 
campuses especially when it comes to services 
such as counseling. 

According to Christopher Ward, chief of staff 
to Assemblyman Marty Block (D-San Diego), the 
law, written by Block and signed by Gov. Jerry 
Brown last fall, was “partly inspired by a UC 
report showing that gay students had much higher 
rates of depression than their peers and more 
often felt disrespected on campus.” 

The law itself does not require but rather gives 
permission for students and staff to identify their 
sexual orientation on any demographic forms that 
have questions such as race and national origin. 

Elmhurst College, a private school in Illi- 
nois, became the first in the nation to ask their 


applicants about their sexual orientation with 85 
percent of their applicants volunteering and three 
percent identifying as homosexual, bisexual or 
transgender. 

They ask in order to help students qualify for 
scholarships given to diversify the student body, 
says Dean of Admission Gary Rold. 

The question reads as follows: “Would you 
consider yourself a member of the LGBT (les- 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgen- 
der) community?” 

So why is California so 
hesitant to follow suit? 

Privacy and misuse of the 
data seem to be the biggest issues with the law. 

According to State Senator Tom Harman 
(R-Huntington Beach), who voted against the 
bill, it is not only an invasion of privacy but also 
the information could be “improperly used and 
wrongly divulged.” :

Another criticism is that students may not want 


to reveal their sexuality on college applications 
because parents can see them and they may not 
want to open up about their orientation at that 
moment. 

Common Application officials said that while 
they considered asking students these voluntary 
questions some colleges thought, “Some 17-year- 
olds may not realize their sexuality just yet, while 
others simply may not want 
others to know.” 

While the criticisms are 
definitely valid, it is easy to 
see that this measure would 
help meet LGBT student and staff needs on cam- 
pus better by knowing how big the community is. 

I can see how the college application argument 
is valid. My best friend came out as a lesbian and 
her parents are still coping with the news. 

There should be a more anonymous way to 
answer if students wish to.do so without their 
parents being able to see it. 

Asking about sexual identity after or when 
students are enrolling is a great solution. The 


only downside seen by Executive Director of 
Campus Pride, Shane Windmeyer is that not ask- 
ing students their sexual orientation at the time of 
application may harm their chances of applying 
for privately funded scholarships for homosexu- 
als. : 

I am not a part of the gay community but I 
can’t help but agree with UC system Interim Di- 
versity Coordinator Jesse Bernal in that “giving 
students the opportunity to answer such questions 
sends a positive message of inclusiveness to 
LGBT students and creates an environment that is 
inclusive and welcoming of diverse population.” 

UC Provost Lawrence Pitts says the rule will 
be implemented with students enrolling at the 10 
UC campuses in fall 2013. 

While the Cal State system is still considering 
the possibilities of asking these question on their 
enrollment forms. 

Community colleges are still analyzing the 
issue but may choose to include it on their online 
applications.

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Versatile Long 
Beach band 

fills its ‘void’

Sevilla was packed with art junkies 
of all ages Thursday evening, as Long 
Beach natives Karl? provided a theat- 
rical musical show that captivated the 
crowd, while encompassing a blend of 
exceptional melodic sounds. - 

Karl? is no amateur to the visceral 
limelight that layers the stage, nor are 
they unaware of the sort of original 
noise they are able to create by com- 
bining excessive talent with the utiliza- 
tion of inanimate objects. It is this very 
quality that sets them apart from other 
traditional acts, while allowing them to 
remain diverse in a city flooded with 
musical capability. 

The skillful five-some formed in 
2011 after meeting through the Cal 
State Long Beach music department. 
They have been performing all over the 
city ever since. 

As a collective unit, Karl? is not afraid 
to take risks as they blend the notion of 
English Romanticism with psychedelic 
jazz and a bombastic Latin undertone. 
With such an eclectic sound, the group 
emits pure melodic magic, entrenching its 
audiences with a wave of energetic noise, 
while forcing people toward the stage. 

“There’s a void in all of us,” said 
Daniel Chavez (guitar and vocals). 
“When we get together that void gets a 
little smaller.” 

While many conventional bands 
utilize the vocal tones of one specific 
member, Karl? blends a rich three-part 
harmony between Chavez, Rebecca 
Lynn (vocals and violin) and Alex Mas- 
trovito (vocals and percussion). 

Completing the versatility, Lynn’s 
violin provides a dramatic edge to an 
already theatrical disposition, while 
Mastrovito provides his own table 
of unique tools, tambourines, micro 
megaphones, and clicking a butter knife 
against a beer bottle. This supplements 
the band’s ability to create even more 
sound than necessary. ° 

While vocals remain a powerful in- 
gredient to their musical creation, the 
group provides a significant amount of 
time to explode into an instrumental 
frenzy, with Mike Malinowski (drums) 
providing heavy fills and Nic Gonzalez 
(bass) plucking violently. 

Standing behind their three musical 
counterparts, Malinowski and Gonzales

don’t go unnoticed, as they provide’the 
rich melodic rhythm that acts a perfect 
complement both Lynn’s piercing fal- 
setto and Chavez’s subtle guitar solos. 

With each song emitting versatility, 
they interweave between moments of 
solemnity as well as fast-paced antics, 
ending each song with what feels like a 
metaphorical punch to the gut. 

With a unique musical emphasis com- 
bined with the symbolic exploits of sim- 
ple lyricism, the Daily 49er got a chance 
to talk with Karl? and learned how they 
move with the musical motions while 
creating a craft that blends talent with 
just the right amount of silliness. 


Daily 49er: How are you able to do 
what you love while balancing life, 
school and relationships at the same 
time? 

Daniel Chavez: There’s a lot of ele- 
ments that make my life good and this 
definitely fits into the top three for me. 
But we are very sensitive to each other 
and what’s going on in our lives. 

Alex Mastrovito: It’s hard. I’m tired 
all the time, but it doesn’t feel like a 
sacrifice. j 

Nic Gonzalez: Karl? feeds into my 
energy. 

Rebecca Lynn: I’d be willing to sac- 
rifice because it’s my pleasure. 


49er: What sets-you apart from 


other bands in Long Beach? 


Lynn: The violin really sets us apart. 

Chavez: [The violin is] a prominent 
element and the harmonies are also re- 
ally different. Because we’ve all stud- 
ied music scholastically, we can [play] 
it out. 

49er: Mastrovito recently rejoined 
the band after spending a few months 
in South America. How has the group 
developed since his second coming? 

Chavez: Alex is really the color man 
and our music has totally developed. 
We have standard music but he adds 
extraneous color by using stuff like 
cheese graters, micro megaphone and 
shakers. It’s all really experimental. Be- 
fore it was mainly vocals, but now with 
Alex back, he’s added so much more. 

Mastrovito: It’s like if you take a 
cherry pie, and if you take the crust and 
the filling and all the deliciousness, you 
know it’s going to be awesome. But it’s 
even better with the caramelized outer 
layer, or like if you put brandy on it and 
light it in fire.

Mastrovito: Really, it’s to take peo- 
ple on a journey and to say, ‘Come have 
an adventure with us.’ 
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49er: How is it competing with 
other musical acts within the area, 
especially coming from a place that 
seems to be exploding with new acts 
every day? 

Chavez: It’s totally not competing. 
There’s room for everyone and there’s 
plenty of things to bring to the table. I 
think it’s important to share what we 
have going on so we can help each oth- 
er out. I can think of a lot of instances 
where I’ve been influenced by. other 
bands in both a positive and negative 
way, but it’s silly to think of it as a com- 
petition when we can really learn from 
one another. 

Lynn: It’s also important to keep 
your eye on the goal and to chase the 
dream and don’t concern yourself with 
your competitors. i 

Gonzalez: The most important thing 
about being in a band-is liking your 
songs and liking the music you make. 
I’ve been in different bands where I 
haven’t liked what I was doing, and 
with Karl? I like the company. If the 
band is collectively vibing and working 
together, then the music is that much 
better in the end.

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Dirtbags season has mixed results 


LBSU’s record is 
still below .500 but 
a handful of close 
losses give the 
Dirtbags hope.

In its first 25 games of the 2012 
season the Long Beach State baseball 
team has played 14 one-run games, 
having lost nine of those games. 

The Dirtbags boast a less than mod- 
est 9-16 overall record, but when you 
factor in those nine crushing losses 
the Dirtbags season could be entirely 
different. 

At least we know the Dirtbags are a 

‘competitive bunch that simply hasn’t 
had the best of luck when it comes to 
closing out games. 

A series that characterized LBSU’s 
season perfectly was when the Troy 
Buckley-led squad lost three straight 
against No. 12-ranked Oregon in the 
last inning. 

Three walk-off wins in a row. 5-4, 
3-2 and 8-7. 

Fortunately for the Dirtbags, all 
those one-run losses came in the first 
stage of their 55-game season. As of 
Sunday, LBSU was three games into 
its Big West Conference schedule, 
taking the series 2-1 over Cal Poly 
with a 4-3, a 6-4 loss, and a 4-0 win. 

The 6-4 loss could have been a vic- 
tory for the Dirtbags as a few mis- 
takes led to their downfall. 

LBSU committed three errors that 
resulted in four unearned runs, essen- 
tially sealing the victory for Cal Poly. 

In that game, Sunday starter Ryan 
Strufing pitched a solid game, but was 
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marred due to the numerous errors. 

Strufing threw seven innings al- 
lowing five runs, two being earned, 
on six hits while striking out two. 

Eddie Magallon’s run allowed was 
also unearned. 

After the Dirtbags come homefrom 
their seriés with the Mustangs they 
then make the short drive up the 91 
freeway to UC Riverside for their sec- 
ond Big West Conference series next 
weekend, followed by visits from UC 
Santa: Barbara and UC Irvine in suc- 
cessive weekends after at Blair Field. 

In essence the Dirtbags season is 
still fairly young despite the grow- 
ing concerns that come with the their 
lackluster record thus far. 

As usual, the Dirtbags pitching has 
been the driving force behind their 
nine wins, as all three of the Dirtbags 
weekend starting pitchers register an 
ERA under three. 

Shawn Stuart began ‘the season as 
the Friday night starter, but relin- 
quished the role through injury to 
Matt Anderson. That is no knock on 
Stuart, though, who has been pitching 
better than he had last year with a 2.76 
ERA. Anderson’s solid presence has 
allowed Buckley to give Stuart some 
extra rest. 

Closing out the rotation is Sunday 
starter Ryan Strufing, who is giv- 
ing the Dirtbags excellent pitching 
to close out the three-game series’. 
Strufing leads the team with three 
wins. 

Now, the downfall of the Dirtbags 
has been their inability to capital- 
ize on otherwise great performances 
from their pitching. As a team, LBSU 
is last in the Big West in batting aver- 
age, coming in at a meager .240. 

As of March 29; the next to last 
place team in batting average was the 
UC Riverside Highlanders at .256, 
but then again they don’t play in the 
massive Blair Field dimensions as the 
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Dirtbags do. 

Despite the low overall statistics 
the Dirtbags can look to senior Bren- 
nan Metzger, junior Juan Avila, soph- 
omore Ino Patron and freshman Rich- 
ard Prigatano for most of their offense 

Patron has continued his strong 
freshmen year performance with a 
similar sophomore push in 2012. 

Through the early half of the sched- 
ule Patron leads the team in hitting at 
.329 and is followed by heralded new- 
comer Prigatano at .293. 

Prigatano came in as the 14th 
ranked freshman in NCAA baseball 
according- to Baseball America and 
seemed to put too much pressure on 
himself early before rebounding re- 
cently. 

The Dirtbags recent road trip 
to Wichita State was the moment 
Prigatano seemed to put it all together 
as he recorded six hits in 12 at-bats on 
the weekend trip to Wichita. 

Along with aforementioned 
Metzger, Avila and Patron, Prigatano 
gives the Dirtbags a steady presence 
in the middle of the order going into 


-conference play. 


If the Dirtbags can improve their 
situational hitting in later innings and 
continue their strong pitching they 
have a chance to make some noise in 
the Big West. 

Luckily for the Dirtbags, it is a 
down year for the Big West as no 
program is a clear cut favorite to run 
away with the division despite Cal 
State Fullerton’s No. 13-ranking by. 
Baseball America. 

Even against the rival-Titans the 
Dirtbags played better. than statistics 
would show despite losing two 2-1 
games in one day. before taking the 
series finale 7-2. 

All the Dirtbags need to change 
the path of their season is get that one 
big hit, rather than one devastating 
strikeout.
